propriations Act, 2023). 12

‘‘SEC. 148. Of the unobligated balances of amounts 13

appropriated or otherwise made available for enforcement 14

activities of the Internal Revenue Service by section 15

10301(1)(A)(ii) of Public Law 117–169 (commonly known 16

as the ‘‘Inflation Reduction Act of 2022’’) as of the date 17

of enactment of this Act, $30,000,000,000 are hereby re-18

scinded.’’. 19
